' From A Razed City 


In the day s fo llo wing April 1 6 and 1 7 , 1 94 7 , a 
ho rro r stricken natio n lo o ked at pictures o f a to wn 
o f 1 5,0 0 0 perso ns lev eled by a series o f ex plo sio ns and 
fires. The disaster had been trig g ered by a massiv e 
blast in the ho ld o f the freig hter Grandcamp, tied at 
the do cks at Tex as City , Tex ., a small Gulf Co ast po rt. 
The ship was carry ing a lo ad o f 4 0 .0 0 0 bag s o f 
ammo nium nitrate, a fertilizer destined fo r shipment 
to France. 
It was o ne o f the g reatest peacetime 
ex plo sio n disasters o f reco rd, with a final to ll o f nearly 
50 0 dead and 3 ,0 0 0 injured. 
Immediately after the disaster the U. S. Co ast 
Guard, which is respo nsible fo r the reg ulatio n o f ship­ 
ping , issued strict instructio ns as to the subsequent 
handling and shipping o f ammo nium nitrate. At the 
same time the Co ast Guard, with funds pro v ided by 
Co ng ress, co mmissio ned a number o f priv ate chemical 
co mpanies and research firms to inv estig ate the 
effects o f heat, fire and o ther phy sical fo rces o n the 
chemical co mpo und. 
The reaso ns fo r the Tex as City blast were 
ex plained the o ther day at a meeting o f the American 
Chemical So ciety in New Yo rk. The fire o n bo ard had 
reached the tig htly -packed carg o ho ld, o f the Grand­ 
camp at a time when the temperatures within the 
steel ship, baking in the April sun o f the Gulf Co ast, 
were hig h. The bo o sting o f the temperature by the 
shipbo ard fire caused the fertilizer to deco mpo se into 
a g as which built up terrific pressure. Spo ntaneo us 
co mbustio n pro bably did the rest. 
The Co ast Guard no w requires that bulk ship­ 
ments must be made under carefully co ntro lled tem­ 
peratures, and industry g enerally has ado pted similar 
precautio nary steps fo r rail shipments and fo r ware­ 
ho use sto rag e o f the co mpo und. Sto red in small quan­ 
tities fo r farm u.se there is little if any dang er, the 
chemists were to ld.

WASHINGTON—Ike-adv isers are 
at sixes and sev ens ab out the hell- 
b ent-for-headlines prob ing of lab or 
scheduled for this fall. One prob e, 
b y the House Lab or Committee, 
has b een carefully b illed to open m 
Los .Angels tomorrow simultaneous­ 
ly with the AFL conv ention. 
The congressmen who are stag­ 
ing the hearings figure that now’s 
tlu* time to em b arrass lab or and 
scare lalwr’s iwiitical contrib utions 
away from the Democrats. It may 
b e possib le, they figure, to create 
the impression that political con­ 
trib utions are coming out of wel­ 
fare funds. 
Whether right or wrong, three 
prob es of lab or welfare funds and 
alleged lab or racketeering are b e­ 
ing held this month. They are: 
1. The House Lab or Committee's 
prob e of welfare funds opening in 
I/is Angeles. The committee, which 
is one of the most reactionary in 
C ngress, has had inv estigators in 
I.os Angeles for some time trying 
to dig up dirt in adv ance, has b een 
working especially hard agaiqst 
the team sters.

Proposed Merger Of Steel Companies Starts Conflid 


Poland has let out feelers to France for an alliance. 
On August 2.5, the Polish amb assador to France. Stanislaw 
Gajewski. handed a note to Guerin de Beaumont, at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs of France, which contained 
these paragraphs: 
. . with a v iew to strengthening the security of 
Poland and France, as well as the general security of 
Europe, the Gov ernment of the Polish People’s Repub lic 
proposes to the French Gov ernment the signing of a pact 
of friendship and mutual assistance and the opening of 
detailed talks on this sub ject at the earliest date. 


“ The sig ning o f a pact o f friendship and mutual 
assistance between Po land and France wo uld co nsti­ 
tute a co ntributio n to the all-Euro pean sy stem o f co l­ 
lectiv e security , who se principles (recently ) hav e been 
g iv en in the pro po sals o f the So v iet Go v ernment o n 
February 10 . 1954, and in a no te o n July 2 4, 1954. By 
streng thening co llectiv e security in Euro pe the Po lish- 
French pact o f friendship and mutual assistance wo uld 
be in co mpliance with the principles o f g eneral 
security , as well as the basic ideo lo g y o f the U.N. 
Charter.” 


Poland’s proposal is specifically stated in the note: 
“ A—Not to take part in any coalitions, and not to sign 
any agreements which would b e aimed against one of the 
iignatories; 
“B—To consult each other ev ery time an attack 
threatens from the rev anchist forces of German militarism 
on one of the signatories: 
“C—To support mutual efforts aimed at consolidating 
collectiv e security in Europe and p>eaceful solution of the 
German prob lem; 
“D—To giv e immediate help to the partner w'hich were 
attacked b y German forces; 
“ E—To dev elop economic and cultural cooperation 
with the v iew to strengthening friendship b etween the two 
states: 
“ F—To implement all the ob ligations resulting from 
the pact and the U.N. Charter.” 


Po land and France hav e lo ng been asso ciated 
emo tio nally and po litically . Warsaw has o ften been 
referred to as the Paris o f the East and in many 
respects it used to be Just ttiat Cho pin and Paderewski 
were as French as they were Po lish, 


Poland has three times b een div ided among Russia, 
Germany (Prussia) and Austria; and a fourth time b e­ 
tween Russia and Germany b y the Stalin-Hitler Alliance. 
During each of these partitions. France was always asso­ 
ciated with the idea of Polish freedom. Napoleon tried 
to reconstruct Poland into the Grand Duchy of Warsaw, 
which the Congress of Vienna (1815) conv erted into the 
Kingdom of Poland with the czar of Russia as its king. 
In 1830, when the czar proposed to use Polish troops to 
suppress rev olution in France and Belgium, the Polish 
people reb elled against the Russians—a rev olution which 
collapsed and resulted in the Poles losing their con­ 
stitutional rights. 
During World War I, the Germans, in occupation of 
Poland, formed a separate Polish state of that part of 
Poland which was in Russian territory, b ut the Poles 
nev er b ecame pro-German. Under the guidance of Ignace 
Paderewski, the Polish people lab ored to restore their 
country to independence, an amb ition -which they achiev ed 
at Versailles. 
In 1924, at Locarno, France signed mutual defense 
treaties with Poland and Czechoslov akia which b rought 
Poland into the Little Entente and which made France the 
protector of Poland against inv asion b y Germany. The 
Little Entente included Yugoslav ia, Czechoslov akia, and 
Romania, On Septemb er 1. 1939, during the Stalin-Hitier 
Alliance, Germany and Russia simultaneously inv aded 
Poland. France and G reat Britain Immediately w'ent to 
Poland's defense which produced World War II. 


Po land co uld no t hav e pro po sed the resto raUo n o f 
the fo rmer co rdial relatio ns with France witho ut the 
co nsent o f the Kremlin which is necessary fo r all 
satellite co untries. Co ming so 'so o n after Genev a, it is 
o bv io usly an attempt to wean France away fro m the 
United States. 


In fact, the Polish note frankly indicates as much; 
“The happiness . . . (during the Entente) howev er 
was disturb ed b y the years that followed, when we in 
Poland had to ob serv e with great concern a m atter dif­ 
ficult to b eliev e and yet true: 
that the Hitlerite Wehr­ 
m acht is to b e reb orn in the Rhine, and with the help of 
France. 
Born in Washington, worked out in Bonn and 
Paris, the treaty on the European Army is directed 
against Eastern Europe and against Poland. It thus opens 
the possib ility of something which nev er has happened 
b efore in history. 
Something unb eliev ab ly ab surd —the 
dragging of France into a policy of war against Eastern 
Europe, in alliance with Hitlerite generals who a dozen 
years ago sub dued Warsaw and Paris.”

WASHINGTON-Less spectacular 
than some of the international and 
national happenings of the last few 
days, b ut far reaching in its pos­ 
sib le effect on the economic system 
of the United States, is the b attle 
which has b een going on b ehind 
the scenes inside the administra­ 
tion on whether or not to approv e 
a proposed m erger of the Bethle­ 
hem and Youngstown steel com­ 
panies. 
The decision tentativ ely made b y 
the Department of Justice and sub ­ 
mitted b y Attorney General Brown­ 
ell in Denv er to President Eisen­ 
hower sev eral days ago was not to 
approv e the merger, b ut the op­ 
portunity has b een afforded to 
lawyers for the two steel com­ 
panies to argue the m atter this 
week b efore the departm ent’s Anti- 
tru.st Div ision. 
If the m erger were to go into 
effect it would mean that the U.S. 
Steel Corporation with its 32 per 
cent of the total capacity in Amer­ 
ica and the merged companies with 
ab out 19 per cent—though in com­ 
petition — would together hav e a 
v olume in excess of 50 per cent of 
the industry. This would mean 65,- 
000,000 out of 120.000,000 tons of 
steel-making capacity per year. 
Ay itated By Celler 
Time was when mergers didn’t 
m atter much unless some company 
b y itself got from 70 to 80 per cent 
of the annual v olume of b usiness. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States in defining what is or is not 
a monopoly has nev er laid down a 
mathematical percentage rule. But 
in the domain of politics there has 
b een a steady stream of critici.sm 
articulated at congressional inv esti­ 
gating committee hearings against 
letting three or four companies 
dominate an industry though no one 
of them had a monopoly. This con­ 
centration of b usiness in the hands 
of a few companies has b een called 
“ oligopoly” and the sub ject has

two companies — Bethlehem and 
Youngstown—would furnish a real 
competitor to the U.S. Steel Corp­ 
oration b y setting up a now nation­ 
al enterprise. Since Bethlehem has 
plants on b oth the Pacific and 
Atlantic coasts, the addition of 
Youngstown’s facilities would en­ 
ab le the merged company to hav e 
Midwest as well a.s an Eastern 
and F ar Western opportunity to 
compete with existing steel com­ 
panies in those areas.

While—if the m erger took place— 
competition would b e eliminated 
as b etween Youngstown and Beth­ 
lehem, theoretically there might b e 
reduced co.sts to the pub lic through 
the consolidation of staffs, sales 
organizations and skills. But this 
test has b ecome in recent years of 
less importance to the gov ernment 


in shaping its policy tow'ard mer­ 
gers as the fear of lessened com­ 
petition has b ecome of greater 
concern. 
Neg ativ e Statement Ex pected 
The Department of Justice can­ 
not actually prev ent the m erger b e­ 
cause only the courts can decide 
whether the consolidation is in 
v iolation of the letter or the spirit 
of the anti-trust laws. The negativ e 
statement, howev er, expected to b e 
i.ssuod this week b y the Depart­ 
ment of Justice, i.s equiv alent to 
notice that any steps taken to 
consummate the merger would b e 
met with an application for a court 
injunction. 
Since 
mergers 
are 
handled the.se days b y an exchange 
of equity securities, the interjection 
of legal proceedings would make 
difficult an immediate effectuation 
of the m erger itself and for all 
practical purposes it would b e held 
in ab eyance until the court case, 
which might take months or years, 
is finally decided. 
It is known that sev eral of the 
steel companies which would he 
competing w'ith the merged com­ 
pany hav e expressed them.selv es 
to the gov ernment in unequiv ocal 
term s as opposed to the m erger.

Exercise Caution When You Use Carbon Tetrachloride 


Dry cleaning in the home is dan­ 
gerous.

Garments 
that hav e b een cleaned should b e 
hung out.side to dry and the game 
applies to the rags used in clean­ 
ing.

Yet young Roosev elt almost Im­ 
mediately announced that he would 
continue his fight for the nomina­ 
tion.

The answer tells a

Most of Roosev elt’s adv isers told 
him to how out gracefully when 
t*’e decision to b ack Harrison was 
announced,

rather inclined to do so.

got the first of a long series of 
telephone calls from upstate Demo­ 
cratic leaders who had prev iously 
announced for him. 
Go t Upstate Deleg atei 
“ Frank,” said the first caller, 
“ if you chicken on this o ne, you 
b etter not show your face north of 
the Bro nx ev er again," Other up­ 
state Democrats told him the same 
thing, in equally forceful words. 
The b ackground of this enraged up­ 
state reaction is interesting. 
Roosev elt has b een campaigning 
upstate for delegates 
since 
the 
early spring. From the start, he 
was quite aware that he could al­ 
ways b e outv oted at the conv ention 
b y the city b osses. 
But he rea­ 
soned that he could get so far 
ahead that the city men would not 
want to risk a messy fight. Ironi­ 
cally, in his efforts to corral up­ 
state delegates, he succeeded all 
too well. 
Upstate Democrats are for the 
most part lonely figures, huddled 
together for warmth in ov erwhelm­ 
ingly Repub lican territory. 
Befpre 
Roosev elt, no Democratic candi­ 
date for the gub ernatorial nomi­ 
nation had b othered to campaign 
upstate, since A1 Smith's fir.st try 
in 1918. Thus when Dan O’Connell, 
powerful Democratic b oss of Al­ 
b any, came out for Roosev elt, the 
upstate Democrats delighted 
b y 
Roosev elt’s 
unaccustomed 
atten­ 
tions fell ov er each other climb ing 
This 
enthusiasm 
was, 
indeed. 
R« X)sev elt’s undoing. In the b egin­ 
ning, De Sapio and the other b ig 
city men rather Inclined to Roose- 
v ent. 
But b y midsummer it was 


b ecoming ob v ious that the con­ 
temptib le 
upstarts from upstate 
ab oard the Roosev elt b andwagon, 
would claim the credit, if Roose­ 
v elt were nominated. 17118, the b ig 
city men decided, could not b e tol­ 
erated. 
When 
Gov ernor 
Thomas 
E. 
Dewey took himself out of the race, 
it was clear to DeSapio and the 
others that they would hav e to act 
quickly, if the 
Roosev elt b and­ 
wagon was not to get completely 
out of control. 
The ab le and re­ 
spected Harriman — who has, in­ 
cidentally, acted with dignity and 
restraint throughout—had already 
quietly announced his av ailab ility. 
At a hurried conference in the Bilt- 
more Hotel, De Sapio. State Chair­ 
man Richard Balch and the other 
city leaders decidt*d to b ack H arn- 
man. 
Decisio n l.eaked Prematurely 
It had b een intended to keep the 
decision secret for a few dayi, to 
“ b ring Junior into line.” But the 
news leaked prem aturely, go that 
Roosev elt first read ab out It in the 
newspapers. 
This in Itself did not 
Incline him towards throwing in 
the sponge gracefully. 
Then the calls b egan coming in 
from the enraged upstate Demo- 
crijts who had had the rug pulled 
out from under them. Calls also 
came from equally enraged lab or 
leaders, who had not b een consult­ 
ed either and certain considera­ 
tions b egan to occur to Roosev elt, 
For one thing, it really b egan to 
seem that there was at least a 
b are chance that he might actually 
win. Ev en from De Sapio’g own 
b ailiwick, there were hints of re- 
v flt. There were other reasons to 
b eliev e that the leaders’ control 
ov er their delegates was not as 
complete as they claimed. 
Ev en .so, as Roosev elt hag known 
from the start it will take a m ir­ 
acle—a sudden stampede, for ex­ 
ample—if he is to b e nominated. 
But ev en if there is no miracle, hf» 
will not b e b adly hurt. 
He can and 
will show that he is a loyal Demo­ 
crat b y working hard for his old 
friend H arrim an’s election. 
Suppose, nev erthele.ss. that Har­ 
riman is defeated. Democrats all 
ov er 
the 
state 
will 
rem em b er 
Roosev elt’s last ditch fight for the 
nomination. They will say that he 
could hav e won. and especially if 
the national elections show a Dem- 
o.ratic trend, Roosev elt will auto- 
niatically b ecome a man to reckon 
with. 
As for the b ig city leaders. 
Roo.sev elt’s 
father 
fought 
Tam ­ 
many too—and b y the time he was 
reody to make peace, he could ne­ 
gotiate from strength. 
Some such line of reasoning un­ 
doub tedly led Roosev elt to defy 
the leaders. It remains to b e seen 
how this reasoning works out in 
practice. But it is not the reason- 
inn of a fool. And those who shud­ 
der at the mere sound of his nam e 
may as well face the fact that it is 
stUl much too early to count youn? 
Roosev elt out of b ig time politics.

A Lesson Learned 
From A Razed City 


In the days following April 16 and 17, 1947, a 
horror stricken nation looked at pictures of a town 
of 15,000 persons leveled by a series of explosions and 
fires. The disaster had been triggered by a massive 
blast in the hold of the freighter Grandcamp, tied at 
the docks at Texas City, Tex., a small Gulf Coast port. 
The ship was carrying a load of 40,000 bags of 
ammonium nitrate, a fertilizer destined for shipment 
to France. 
It was one of the greatest peacetime 
explosion disasters of record, with a final toll of nearly 
500 dead and 3,000 injured. 
Immediately after the disaster the U. S. Coast 
Guard, which is responsible for the regulation of ship­ 
ping, issued strict instructions as to the subsequent 
handling and shipping of ammonium nitrate. At the 
same time the Coast Guard, with funds provided by 
Congress, commissioned a number of private chemical 
companies and research firms to investigate the 
effects of heat, fire and other physical forces on the 
chemical compound. 
The reasons for the Texas City blast were 
explained the other day at a m eeting of the American 
Chemical Society in New York. The fire on board had 
reached the tightly-packed cargo hold of the Grand­ 
camp at a time when the temperatures within the 
steel ship, baking in the April sun of the Gulf Coast, 
were high. The boosting of the temperature by the 
shipboard fire caused the fertilizer to decompose into 
a gas which built up terrific pressure. Spontaneous 
combustion probably did the rest. 
The Coast Guard now requires that bulk ship­ 
ments must be made under carefully controlled tem ­ 
peratures, and industry generally has adopted similar 
precautionary steps for rail shipments and for ware­ 
house storage of the compound. Stored in small quan­ 
tities for farm use there is little if any danger, the 
chem ists were told.

The Little Entente 


Poland has let out feelers to France for an alliance. 
On August 25, the Polish am bassador to France. Stanislaw 
Gajewski, handed a note to Guerin de Beaumont, at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs of France, which contained 
these paragraphs: 
. . with a view to strengthening the security of 
Poland and France, as well as the general security of 
Europe, the Government of the Polish People s Republic 
proposes to the French Government the signing of a pact 
of friendship and mutual assistance and the opening of 
detailed talks on this subject at the earliest date. 


“The signing of a pact of friendship and mutual 
assistance between Poland and France would consti­ 
tute a contribution to the all-European system of col­ 
lective security, whose principles (recently) have been 
given in the proposals of the Soviet Government on 
February 1ft. 1954. and in a note on July 24, 1954. By 
strengthening collective security in Europe the Polish- 
French pact of friendship and mutual assistance would 
he 
in 
compliance 
with 
the 
principles of 
general 
security, as well as the basic ideology of the U.N. 
Charter.’* 


Poland’s proposal is specifically stated in the note: 
“ A—Not to take part in any coalitions, and not to sign 
• ny agreements which would be aimed against one of the 
signatories; 
‘ B _ T o consult each other every tim e an attack 
threatens from the revanchist forces of Germ an militarism 
on one of the signatories; 
“ C—To support mutual efforts aimed at consolidating 
collective security in Europe and peaceful solution of the 
Germ an problem, 
“ D—To give immediate help to the partner which were 
attacked by G erm an forces; 
“ E—To develop economic and cultural cooperation 
with the view to strengthening friendship between the two 
States; 
“ F —To implement all the obligation! resulting from 
the pact and the U N. Charter.” 


Poland and France have long been associated 
emotionally and politically. 
Warsaw has often been 
referred to as the Paris of the East and in many 
respects it used to be just that Chopin and Paderewski 
were as French as they were Polish. 


Poland has three times been divided among Russia, 
Germ any (Prussia) and Austria; and a fourth time be­ 
tween Russia and Germany by the Stahn-Hitler Alliance. 
During each of these partitions, France was always asso­ 
ciated with the idea of Polish freedom. 
Napoleon tried 
to reconstruct Poland into the Grand Duchy of Warsaw, 
which the Congress of Vienna (1815) converted into the 
Kingdom of Poland with the czar of Russia as its king. 
In 1830, when the czar proposed to use Polish troops to 
suppress revolution in France and Belgium, the Polish 
people rebelled against the Russians—a revolution which 
collapsed and resulted in the Poles losing their con­ 
stitutional rights. 
During World War I. the Germ ans, in occupation of 
Poland, formed a separate Polish state of that part of 
Poland which was in Russian territory, but the Poles 
never becam e pro-German. Under the guidance of Ignace 
Paderewski, the Polish people labored to restore their 
country to independence, an ambition w'hich they achieved 
at Versailles. 
In 1924, at Locarno. France signed mutual defense 
treaties with Poland and Czechoslovakia which brought 
Poland into the Little Entente and which made France the 
protector of Poland against invasion by Germany. 
The 
Little Entente included Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, and 
Romania. On September I, 1939, during the Stalin-Hitler 
Alliance, Germany and Russia simultaneously invaded 
Poland. 
France and Great Britain immediately went to 
Poland's defense which produced World W’ar II. 


Poland could not have proposed the restoration of 
the former cordial relations with France without the 
consent of the Kremlin which is necessary for ail 
satellite countries. Coming so soon after Geneva, it is 
obviously an attempt to wean France away from the 
United States. 


In fact, the Polish note frankly indicates as much: 
“The happiness . . . (during the Entente) however 
was disturbed by the years that followed, when we in 
Poland had to observe with great concern a m atter dif­ 
ficult to believe and yet true: 
that the Hitlerite Wehr- 
m acht is to be reborn in the Rhine, and with the help of 
France. 
Born in Washington, worked out rn Bonn and 
Paris, the treaty on the European Army is directed 
against Eastern Europe and against Poland. It thus opens 
the possibility of something which never has happened 
before in history. 
Something unbelievably absurd — the 
dragging of France into a policy of war against Eastern 
Europe, in alliance with Hitlerite generals who a dozen 
years ago subdued Warsaw and P aris.”

Slated During Election Campaign 


WASHINGTON- Ikc-advisers are 
at sixes and sevens about the hell- 
bent-for-headlines probuig of labor 
scheduled for this fall. One probe, 
by the House Labor Committee, 
has been carefully billed to open in 
Los Angels tomorrow simultaneous­ 
ly with the AFL convention.

Proposed Merger Of Steel Companies Starts Conflict 


WASHINGTON—Less spectacular 
than some of the international and 
national happenings of the last few 
days, but far reaching in its pos­ 
sible effect on the economic system 
of the United States, is the battle 
which has been going on behind 
the scenes inside the adm inistra­ 
tion on whether or not to approve 
a proposed merger of the Bethle­ 
hem and Youngstown steel com­ 
panies. 
The decision tentatively m ade by 
the Department of Justice and sub­ 
mitted by Attorney General Brown­ 
ell in Denver to President Eisen­ 
hower several days ago was not to 
approve the merger, but the op­ 
portunity 
has 
been 
afforded 
to 
lawyers for the two steel com­ 
panies to argue the m atter this 
week before the departm ent’s Anti­ 
trust Division. 
If the m erger were to go into 
effect it would mean that the U S. 
Steel Corporation with its 32 per 
cent of the total capacity in Amer­ 
ica and the merged companies with 
about 19 per cent—though in com­ 
petition — would together have a 
volume in excess of 50 per cent of 
the industry. This would mean 65- 
000.000 out of 120.000,000 tons of 
steel-making capacity per year. 
Agitated Bv Ceiler 
Time was when m ergers didn’t 
m atter much unless some company 
by itself got from 70 to 80 per cent 
of the annual volume of business. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States in defining what is or is not 
a monopoly has never laid down a 
m athem atical percentage rule. But 
in the domain of politics there has 
been a steady stream of criticism 
articulated at congressional investi­ 
gating committee hearings against 
letting three or four companies 
dominate an industry though no one 
of them had a monopoly. This con­ 
centration of business in the hands 
of a few companies has been called 
‘‘oligopoly” and the subject has 
been especially agitated by Rep­ 
resentative Em manuel Ceiler of 
New York, Democrat, who was 
chairm an of the House Judiciary 
Committee in the last Congress and 
probably will get the same post if

N ovem ber congressional election. 
Looked

standpoint solely, the m erger of the 
two companies — Bethlehem and 
Youngstown—would furnish a real 
competitor to the U.S. Steel Corp­ 
oration by setting up a new nation­ 
al enterprise. Since Bethlehem has 
plants on both the Pacific and 
Atlantic 
coasts, the addition of 
Youngstown's facilities would en­ 
able the merged company to have 
a Midwest as well as an Eastern 
and F a r Western opportunity to 
com pete with existing steel com­ 
panies in those areas. E ver since 
freight absorption becam e the vital 
factor it is today in the competition 
between steel companies situated 
at a distance from the particular 
m ark et sought, the geographical 
location of plants in different sec­ 
tions of the country has become of 
param ount importance. 
While—if the merger took place— 
competition would be eliminated 
as between Youngstown and Beth­ 
lehem. theoretically there might be 
reduced costs to the public through 
the consolidation of staffs, sales 
organizations and skills. But this 
test has become in recent years of 
less importance to the government 


in shaping its policy toward m er­ 
gers as the fear of lessened com­ 
petition 
has 
become of greater 
concern. 
Negative Statement Expected 
The Department of Justice can­ 
not actually prevent the merger be­ 
cause only the courts can decide 
whether the 
consolidation 
is 
in 
violation of the letter or the spirit 
of the anti-trust laws. The negative 
statement, however, expected to be 
issued this week by the Depart­ 
ment of Justice, is equivalent to 
notice that any steps taken 
to 
consummate the m erger would be 
m et wuth an application for a court 
injunction. 
Since 
m ergers 
are 
handled these days by an exchange 
of equity securities, the interjection 
of legal proceedings would m ake 
difficult an imm ediate effectuation 
of the m erger itself and for all 
practical purposes it would be held 
in abeyance until the court case, 
which might take months or years, 
is finally derided. 
It is known that several of the 
steel companies which would be 
competing with the merged com­ 
pany have expressed themselves 
to the government in unequivocal 
term s as opposed to the m erger.

consolidations 
which sponsors feel are justified 
on economic grounds will lie pre­ 
vented because of political factors. 
Certainly the whole m erger ques­ 
tion in industries of all kinds will 
be directly or indirectly affected 
by the final disposition of the pro­ 
posed steel merger. The auto In­ 
dustry, for example, has in it a 
three-company domination of the 
market, but mergers are being 
permitted among the lesser units 
there in order to build up more 
competition against the big three. 
So the merger question isn t alt 
black or all white. $nd the courts 
which do riot have to think about 
elections ran alone make the final 
decision in the public interest. 
This correspondent recalls a con­ 
versation in 1952 in London with 
Aneurin Bevan, spokesman of the 
radical wing of the British Labor 
party, who said after an evening 
of arguments: “ Yes, you have ef­ 
ficiency under your American sys­ 
tem, but you of course have mono­ 
polies. Now I don’t object to mono­ 
polies as such only I think tbs 
government should run them .” 
So at one end of the ideological 
road stands always the spectre of 
government control and statism if 
the perplexing questions of mono­ 
poly and competition are not satis­ 
factorily resolved to achieve these 
objectives: 
maximum 
productive 
capacity to meet commercial de­ 
mand and the needs of national 
defense; maximum efficiency so as 
to give the consuming public the 
m axim um benefit through reduced 
prices; and the earning of a rea­ 
sonable profit out of which to pay 
a fair return to investors and to 
build 
up the necessary reserve 
fund for modernization, replace­ 
ment and e x p a n s i o n of plant 
capacity.

When working on the uphol­ 
stery of the automobile, leave the 
windows open not only during the

but afterward.

Down But Not Out

WASHINGTON 
A lot of people have assumed 
that Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., for 
incomprehensible reasons of his 
own, has committed political sui­ 
cide In fact, if he has done so, It 
has been for the best of reasons. 
A couple of weeks 
ago, 
New 
York's T am m any 
boss 
Carmine 
De Sapio announced that he and 
the other New York leaders d e a d ­ 
en to back 
former 
Ambassador 
W. Averell H arrim an for th# Demo­ 
cratic nomination for governor of 
New York. De Sapio and his co­ 
leader* claim to control 
a 
net 
majority of the delegates to the 
forthcoming 
State 
Democratic 
Convention. Thus what they say 
goes — or it always has in the 
past. 
Yet young Roosevelt almost Im­ 
mediately announced that he would 
continue his fight for the nomina­ 
tion. This seemed to many people 
an insanely empty gesture, alien­ 
ating to no purpose the most pow­ 
erful figures in the Democratic 
party in New York. Why did Roose­ 
velt do It? 
The answer tells a 
good deal 
about big time Democratic politics 
these days-^and about Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr. 
Most of Roosevelt's advisers told 
him to bow out gracefully when 
t)#e decision to back Harrison was 
announced. 
Roosevelt himself was 
rather inclined to do so. 
Then he 
got the first of a long aeries of 
telephone calls from upstate Demo­ 
cratic leaders who had previously 
announced for him. 
Got Upstate Delegates 
“ F rank.” laid the first caller, 
“ if you chicken on this one, you 
better not show your face north of 
the Bronx ever again.” Other up­ 
state Democrats told him the sam e 
thing, in equally forceful words. 
The background of this enraged up­ 
state reaction is interesting. 
Roosevelt has been campaigning 
upstate 
for delegates 
since 
the 
early spring. From the start, ho 
was quite aw are that he could al­ 
ways be outvoted at the convention 
by the city bosses. 
But he rea­ 
soned that ho could get so far 
ahead that the city men would not 
want to risk a messy fight. Ironi­ 
cally, in his efforts to corral up­ 
state delegates, he succeeded all 
too well. 
Upstate Democrats are for the 
most part lonely figures, huddled 
together for w arm th in overwhelm­ 
ingly Republican territory. 
Belpre 
Roosevelt, no Democratic candi­ 
date for tho gubernatorial nomi­ 
nation had bothered to campaign 
upstate, since Al Smith’* first try 
in 1918. Thus when Dan O’Connell, 
powerful Democratic boss of Al­ 
bany, cam e out for Roosevelt, the 
upstate 
Democrats 
delighted 
by 
Roosevelt’s 
unaccustomed 
atten­ 
tions fell over each other climbing 
This 
enthusiasm 
was. 
indeed. 
Roosevelt’s undoing. In the begin­ 
ning, De Sapio and the other big 
city men rather Inclined tc Roose- 
vent. 
But by midsummer it was 


becoming obvious 
that the con­ 
temptible 
upstarts 
from 
upstate 
a hoard the Roosevelt bandwagon. 
would claim the credit, if Roose­ 
velt were nominated. This, the big 
city men decided, could not be tol­ 
erated. 
When 
Governor 
Thomas 
E. 
Dewey took himself out of tha race, 
it was clear to DeSapio and the 
others that they would have to act 
quickly, 
if 
the 
Roosevelt band­ 
wagon was not to get completely 
out of control. 
The able and re­ 
spected Harrim an — who has, in­ 
cidentally, acted with dignity and 
restraint throughout—had already 
quietly announced hi* availability. 
At a hurried conference in the Bilt­ 
more Hotel, De Sapio, State Chair­ 
man Richard Balch and the other 
city leaders decided to back Harri­ 
man. 
Derision 
leaked 
Prematurely 
It had been intended to keep the 
decision secret for a few days, to 
“ bring Junior into line.” But the 
news leaked prematurely, so that 
Roosevelt first read about it in the 
newspapers. 
This in itself did not 
incline him towards throwing in 
the sponge gracefully. 
Then the call* began coming in 
from the enraged upstate Demo- 
c r ; t i who had had the rug pulled 
out from under them. Calls also 
cam e from equally enraged labor 
leaders, who had not been consult­ 
ed either and certain considera­ 
tion! began to occur to Roosevelt. 
For one thing, it really began to 
seem that there was at least a 
bar# chance that he might a c tu a ls 
win. Even from De Sapio’s own 
bailiwick, there were hints of re­ 
vels There were other reasons to 
believe that the leaders* control 
over their delegates was not as 
complete as they claimed. 
Even so, as Roosevelt has known 
from the start it will take a m ir­ 
acle—a sudden stampede, for ex­ 
am ple—if he is to be nominated. 
But even if there is no miracle. h» 
will not be badly hurt. 
He can and 
will show that he is a loyal Demo­ 
crat by working hard for his old 
friend H arrim an’* election. 
Suppose, nevertheless, that H ar­ 
rim an is defeated. Democrats all 
over 
the 
state 
will 
rem em ber 
Roosevelt's last ditch fight for th*» 
nomination. They will say that ho 
could have won, and especially if 
the national elections show a Dem- 
erratic trend, Roosevelt will auto- 
optically become a man to reckon 
with. 
As for the big city leaders. 
Roosevelt's 
father 
fought 
T am ­ 
many too—and by the time he was 
ready to make peace, he could ne­ 
gotiate from strength. 
Some such line of reasoning un­ 
doubtedly led Roosevelt to defy 
the leaders. It remains to be seen 
how this reasoning works out in 
practice. But it is not the reason­ 
ing of a fool. And those who shud­ 
der at the mere sound of his nam e 
may as well face the fact that it is 
st’ll much too early to count youn* 
Roosevelt out of big time politics.
